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2. Assault and Battery (§ 66*) — Provocation — Insulting Words 

Insulting words do not justify an assault and battery, though such 
words may be shown as extenuating the assault and in mitigation of 
damages.

3. Carriers (§ 283*) — Disorderly Passengers — Duty of Carrier 

Trainmen have the right to remove a disorderly passenger to such 
safe and convenient place as will prevent annoyance to other passen- 
gers or trainmen, to stop a train and eject a disorderly passenger 
therefrom, employing only such force as may be necessary in doing 
so, and to overcome any resistance which may be made by such dis- 
orderly passenger; but, if in so doing the trainmen commit unneces- 
sary violence, the carrier is liable.

4. Carriers (§ 283*) — Assault on Passenger. — Where a brakeman 
without justification assaulted and injured a disorderly passenger after 
the latter had been removed to another car, the carrier is liable for 
the assault.

5. Carriers (§ 283*) — Assault on Disorderly Passenger. — The move- 
ment by a disorderly passenger, who had been removed from the car, 
of his hand along his side to his hip pocket, did not justify the train- 
man in assaulting him, where such movement was accompanied by the 
statement, "I'll see you later."

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Wills (§ 601*) — Construction — Unrestrained Power of Disposition. 

— Where testator bequeathed all his property to his widow, to be used 
and enjoyed by her during life or widowhood in such quantities as 
might be requisite for her comfortable maintenance, with remainder 
as to such as remained after her death or remarriage to others, the 
limitation over was void for repugnancy, and the widow was vested 
with an absolute estate in the personalty and a fee in the realty.
